gard to the diet that ought to he posted 
in every household. Ho says that tho 
healthiest and purest lives come from 
those who do not eat meat before tho 
ago of 15. 


Potatoes, sliced thin and fried, are in- 


digestible. While tasting delicious, they 
afford no real nourishment and cause a 
derangement of tho liver. 


Cake clogs the stomach. 
All rich 


pastry is poison to tho liver. Soft cara- 
mels and oreann are al?o bnd for any 
one with a liver at all rebellions. 


When yovi got old, look ont for your 


food. Do you every notice that grand- 
father's faco is not as jolly as it used1 
to be? His strength of mind also secins 
slowly disappearing, though ho is get- 
ting fleshier every day. lie needs a 
change, of food. Probably he has been 
eating buckwheat-cakes and sirup, white 
bread and butter, sugar, fat meats, etc. 
Give him lean meat and fish, cracked 
wheat and potatoes, barley cakes, rye 
bread or sonlhcin corn cakes. Try it, 
and instead of moping and Bitting round 
the house all day you will find him run- 
ning mound lively as a criekot. 


Maybe, on tin; contrary, lie is growing 


thin and pale. Then ho needs buck- 
wheat and molasses, fat meats, mashed 
potatoes iu milk, northern corn, cracked 
wheat and fish, oatmeal porridge and 
fruits every morning. 


All rules have their exceptions, and 


tho diet described for tho mass may not 
answer for exceptional cases, but tha 
following directions :irc good for the 
majority: 


Milk is tho simplest and mostnatural 


food. If you cannot drink it, your stom- 
iich is in a diseased condition. Cheese is 
a good substitute, if mild, fresh and 
made from pure milk and cream. Per-

Fire immediately fol- 
lowed the cxplo=ion, and tho dynamos, 
of which thero were eight, wero either 
destroyed or disabled, and the, entire in- 
side of tho building was cleared ont. 
Tho loss was something lite §500,000, 
largely on this valuable machinery in 
tho building.—Now York Ledger.

closing hours of the University for the 
year 1897 were the Baccalaureate serv- 
ices of last Sunday. The hour and the 
especial occasion had been named 
services of a religious as well as an in- 
structive character. Rev. Samuel Uns» 
worth opened the services with an 
invocation followed by Rev. O. Ii- 
Owens of the Adventist Chnrob, who 
read the beautiful hymn,-"O Day of 
Kest and Gladness," which was sung by 
a double quartette composed of Messrs. 
Start, Boalt, Merrill and Leonard, Mrs. 
Eichelberger, Mrs. F. C. Lee, Mrs. 
Boult and Miss Bourne. 
A psalm was 


rend by Kev. F. C. Lee and the anthem 
"Shepherd of Thine Israel Lead Us," 
was given by Messrs. Start and Boalt, 


Mrs. 
Lee and Miss Schadler. 


President Stubos explained the pur- 


poses of the Baccalaureate services, 
showing in them our dependence upon 
God and the necessity of the love of 
God and fellow men, and in an im- 
pressive prayer he asked the blessing 
of God on the efforts of the graduates 
and on the past and future of the Uni- 
versity. 
After anappropriLtesong by 


the choir, President Stubbs introduced 
John J.Valentine, President of Wells, 
Fargo & Co., who delivered the address 
of the day oa the subject of "Social 
Evolution." Mr.Valentine in a scholarly 
m-tnuer showed tho difference between | crea",mi: 
organic and social evolution iuasm-K'.h 
as the former comes from the ordinary 
coarse of life while the latter 
ia 


brought about by higher ideals and 
the active striving of men in the liope 
of bettering the condition of humanity. 


He outlined the changes in character 


of past ages, how the cruelty and bar- 
barity of the ancient 
Romans and 


Greeks that was at the time believed to 
be proper has been abandoned under 
more 
advanced 
and Christian in- 


fluences. Even two hundred years ago 
a prophetic view oJ the modern Ameri- 
can Republic would have been con- 
sidered wild and fanciful, and the 
European governments or the scienti- 
fic and industrial progress of to-day 
would have been au improbable dream. 


If to this had been added a view of 


modern commerce and political free- 
dom with accompanying church nod 
benevolent organizations of the present 
time, the prophet would have been 
pronounced a lunatic. If such pro- 
gress has taken place in little more 
than a century, the speaker asked, what 
may be expected in the future. Fur- 
ther, that the present with all of its 
corruption and unrest is merely a 
transition to things that are better 
and ;of a more progressive character. 
The great 
forco 
that 
is leading 


humanity at the present' period to- 
wards a higher plane of life is the ideal 
or example set by that saviour of manf 
Christ. 


Mr. Valentine then addressed the 


praduates, giving them practical ad< 
vice, sound and 
uplifting. 
In the 


course of his address ho told them of 
temptations in life, disappointments 
and obstacles tbat would harrass their 
pathway, but addeJ good advice and 
that the opportunities iu the world 
were before them and much depended 
upon their course.

of Grand Marshal H. E. Stewart, the 
militaiy nud civic societies gathered 
at tha place of rendevouz and at the 
hour named the procession was quickly 
formed without confusion and in the 
order assigned aud took up the Hue of 
march to the silent home of the dead. 


First came the Grand Marshal and 


aids Messrs John Evans, John Sander- 
land, Geo. Becker, John Hamliu and 
Kaymond Jtoese all mounted and wear- 
ing tha sash that indicated their rank 
and uutboiity. 
Hoskin's baud was 


next in order followed by Company 0. 
N. N. G., a-t escort to General O. M. 
Mitchell Post G. A. K. and Mexican 
Veterans and the University Cadet Bat- 
talion as a guard of honor. 


Then came the officers of the Day in 


carriages, a large number of Odd fol- 
lows, a delegation from Amity Lodge 
No. 8 Knights of Pythias and the Wo- 
mau'a Belief Corps in carriages. A long 
line of citizens in carriages completed 
the procession. As a whole the dis- 
play was creditable and demonstrated 
tho respect that every true American 
feels for the old veterans under whose 
auspices, this day of all days in tho 
year is made nc,i only one that warms 
the heart of the patriot, but bids him 
bow in humble reverence to the Nation's 
dead. 


At the Hillside Cemelery, Dr. J. E. 


Stubbs as President of the day for the 
G. A. K opened the exercises with 
appropriate remarks followed by prayer 
by Rev. Frederic C. Lee and music by 
the choir. Gen. 0. C. Powning as Ora- 
tor then delivered tho following beau- 
tiful tribute to the Nations horos liv- 
ing and dond. 


And while the impressive words were 


wafted, on the breeze ana spread in 
sound waves far Hnd wide, like wave- 
lets, from a stone cast on the bosom 
of a placid lake, hearts wera saddened 
and then made glad again by the elo- 
quence of the tpe.-tker. 


tu Fraternity, Charity and Loyalty,

the other, carrying Divine messages 
of piaise and homage as a reward of 
merit for duty well performed. 


But the war-lika eceues roturn. We 


behold again tho moving columns, see 
their waving banners, the sun light 
gleaming from gun barrel and bayonet, 
the musket's flash and cannon's roar aud 
flame, the bursting of shell, the stnoke 
and dust, the shower of bullets", the 
rattling of musketry and the discharge 
of artillery, the advancing, retreating, 
gaining, losing, the attack on the left, 
until the thunder from tUs guns is like

nation. In that narrow cell rooming 
the bones of one who was lost in tbe 
Wilderness, and was thrown out of tbe 
exploded mine of Petersburg. Think 
of it—forty-three days from tlie BapiJan 
to the James, with the bloody and 
terrible battles of 
the Wilderness, 


Spottsylvania, North Anna and Cold 
Haibor, which 
for 
endurance 
and 


bravery on the part of ths soldiery of 
the Army of the Potomac has rendered 
all connected with H illustrious in the 
eyes and hearts of their fellow country- 
men, for their whilom enemy has ever 
since admitted that Lincoln was right 
when he- said the people of the South 
and everything they possessed were 
safer in the hands of the Union iLuu 
out of it. This and that and-others nro 
relics left before Richmond, ami no 
song or story can tell with wl>ut ui ih;h- 
loss valor they maroliad »nd sutl'tM.'d, 
and suffered and inarched to tlieir un- 
timely fate.
